The trial of Mrs. Farmer was con-
cluded on June 18 There was a dra-
mitle scene In the court wheén the |
Jury returned its verdiet,

The prisoncr, with her baby in her
arms, arose and stood while the fore-
min of the jury announced the pre-
snlt, Then, with a terrible cry, she
fell Into the nrms of a court attend-
nut, the Infant dropping from her
nerveless arms,  Another attendant
enught the baby as it fell, v
